Mrs.  Susan  Presley,  an  energetic  and  enthusias- 
tic member  of  our  Natchez  faculty,  has  worked  with  this 
program.  During  the  1979-80  session,  we  hope  to  begin 
a  similar  program  on  the  Wesson  Campus  and  in  a  few 
weeks  we  will  begin  searching  for  women  who  are  in- 
terested in  a  program  that  will  help  them  seek  satisfac- 
tion with  their  current  position  in  life  or  to  seek  a  new 
profession.

Hinds,  Co-Lin  cited— 

Packard  Electric  official  praises  Miss,  junior  colleges 


"One  of  the  things  that  attracted 
Packard  Electric  to  Mississippi  six  and 
one-half  years  ago  was  its  fine  junior 
college  system,  with  their  vocational 
and  technical  training  facilities,  and 
their  offer  of  the  use  of  these 
facilities  for  development  of  pre-em- 
ployment start-up  training  programs," 
acknowledged  Dick  Acker,  Packard  of- 
ficial, in  a  speech  delivered  at  Hinds 
Junior  College  in  December  before 
elected  state  and  county  officials.

foundation  of  a  similar  relationship  be- 
tween Packard  in  Brookhaven  and  Co-

In  all,  628  people  have  been 
through  the  program  begun  in  January 
1977  at  Copiah-Lincoln.  The  program 
provides  prospective  employees  with 
not  only  product  familiarization  and 
skills  training  before  they  are  hired, 
but  also  enables  Packard  to  give  them 
some  classroom  training  in  such  areas 
as  safety,  quality,  personal  responsibility 
and  economics. 

Acker  expressed  appreciation  to 
the  public  and  elected  officials  of  the 
state  of  Mississippi  and  in  particular, 
the  officials  of  Hinds  and  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  Colleges  for  the  tre- 
mendous help  rendered  over  the  years. 

'There  is  no  way  we  could  have 
come  as  far  as  we  have  in  such  a 
short  time  without  such  help,  and  I 
encourage  you  all  to  continue  to  pro- 
vide this   kind   of  help  to  Mississippi

Construction  includes 
plans  to  move 
president's  old  home 

The  president's  old  home,  built  in 
the  192(ys  and  a  central  part  of 
the  Wesson  campus,  was  sold  on  Feb- 
ruary 13  and  will  be  moved  by  April 
1.  The  high  bid  of  Co-Lin  biology  in- 
structor Dr.  Rodney  Nelson  was  ac- 
cepted. Dr.  Nelson  reportedly  will 
move  the  home  to  land  he  owns  on 
Old  Highway  51. 

The  new  W.  S.  Henley  Student 
Center-Cafeteria  will  be  built  in  the 
area  of  the  old  home. 

Also  scheduled  to  be  torn  down  to 
make  way  for  the  student  center  is 
the  old  fieldhouse  presently  being 
used  by  the  high  school  division.  A 
new  high  school  building  is  under 
construction  in  Wesson  and  plans  are 
to  move  the  high  school  from  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Campus  at  the  end  of 
the  current  school  year. 

Final  architectural  plans  for  the 
student  center-cafeteria  were  accepted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its 
February  meeting.  Pending  final  ap- 
proval by  the  State  Building  Commis- 
sion, it  is  hoped  that  bids  can  be 
accepted  in  April  with  construction 
beginning  in  May. 

The  Board  gave  approval  to  begin 
planning  for  construction  of  facilities 
on  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Natchez  cam- 
pus, with  the  recommendation  that  a 
long-range  building  plan  be  develop- 
ed as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Co-Lin  Natchez  campus  is  cur- 
rently housed  in  facilities  owned  by 
the  Natchez-Adams  County  School 
System.

Enrollment  for 
second  semester 
is  released 

The  second  semester  for  the  78-79 
school  year  at  Copiah-Lincoln  shows 
a  total  of  1,915  students. 

The  Wesson  campus  accounts  for 
1,391  students,  while  the  Natchez 
campus  enrollment  is  524. 

The  Wesson  breakdown  shows  826 
academic  and  technical  students;  189 
in  vocational  programs;  149  evening 
non-credit  courses;  149  adult  basic  ed- 
ucation; 22  in  MDTA/CETA  programs; 
and  56  in  YIEPP  programs,  totaling 
1,391. 

On  the  Natchez  campus,  there  are 
383  in  academic  and  technical  courses; 
45  in  CETA  programs;  and  96  in 
adult  evening  programs,  totaling  524. 


Plans  are  to  begin 
radiological  tech  program 


Copiah-Lincoln  personnel  have 
been  working  with  area  hospitals  to 
establish  a  program  on  the  Wesson 
campus  in  radiological  technology. 
The  program,  which  is  anticipated 
to  open  in  August  1980,  will  train 
the  student  to  be  an  x-ray  techni- 
cian. 

Lasting  for  24  months,  the  program 
will  include  2000  hours  in  clinical 
training  and  approximately  1500  hours 
of  classroom  work.  Courses  involved 
in  the  program  will  include  reading 
x-ray  film,  anatomy,  physiology,  radia- 
tion therapy,  and  other  college  level 
work.  Students  will  receive  the  class- 
room training  on  the  Wesson  campus. 

Area  hospitals  being  considered  for 
affiliation  with  the  new  program  include 
King's  Daughters  in  Brookhaven;  Jeff- 
erson Davis  Memorial  and  Community 
Hospitals  in  Natchez;  and  the  South- 
west Mississippi  Regional  Medical  Cen- 
ter in  McComb. 


Dr.  Daniel  Keel,  radiologist  at  King's 
Daughters  Hospital  has  agreed  to 
serve  as  medical  director  for  the  pro- 
gram, according  to  Charles  P.  Creely, 
Co-Lin  vocational-technical  director. 
Others  serving  on  the  advisory  com- 
mittee include  Dr.  James  Krestensen, 
radiologist  at  Natchez  Jefferson  Davis 
Hospital;  Ben  Hunt,  registered  tech- 
nician and  nuclear  medical  technician 
at  Southwest  Mississippi  Regional  Med- 
ical Center;  Freddie  Tillotsor*  registered 
technologist  at  King's  Daughters  Hos- 
pital; Bill  Nelson,  administrator  of  the 
Lawrence  County  Hospital  in  Monti- 
cello;  and  Dr.  Billy  Thames,  Bob  Huck- 
aby,  Jimmy  C  Smith,  Charles  P.  Creely, 
all  Copiah-Lincoln  administrative  staff. 

Creely  adds  that  surveys  comple- 
ted in  area  hospitals  show  a  def- 
inite need  for  such  a  program.  "Job 
opportunities  will  be  there  for  the 
graduates,"  he  concludes.

"Quiet  please — 
teacher  recharging" 


One  of  the  busiest  and  most  exciting  new  pro- 
grams on  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Wesson  Campus  is  the  Child 
Care  Supervision  Program  which  began  this  past  Sep- 
tember. 

A  typical  day  for  the  junior  college  student  enrolled 
in  the  program  may  include  preparing  chicken  and  dump- 
lings (the  favorite  food  of  the  young  children  attend- 
ing), settling  a  squabble  between  two  four-year  olds,  or 
gently  rocking  a  two-year  old  whose  mother  has  just 
walked  out  the  door. 

Amid  all  the  activity  of  each  busy  day,  one  is  not 
surprised  to  note  the  sign  that  appears  on  the  door  around 
12:30  each  day  during  the  children's  rest  period,  stating 
frankly  "QUIET  PLEASE  -  TEACHER  RECHARGING." 

The  Co-Lin  Child  Care  Supervision  program's  primary 
function  is  to  provide  specialized  training  to  meet  the 
current  need  for  knowledgeable  and  skillful  teachers  in 
the  area  of  child  care.  After  successfully  completing  the 
two-year  program  the  student  will  be  able  to  organize, 
set  up,  or  manage  a  child  care  center,  and  according 
to  Mrs.  Lucile  W.  Horton,  instructor,  they  can  possibly 
qualify  to  teach  in  some  public  school  programs. 
Also,  they  will  meet  the  standards  necessary  to  work  in 
a  private  kindergarten. 

At- present  eighteen  children  —  ages  two  through  five 
-  attend  the  Child  Care  Center  located  in  the  new  Ander- 
son Health  Occupations  Building.  Licensed  by  the  Mississippi 
State  Health  Department  (the  licensing  agent  for  day  care 
centers)  the  program  provides  a  well-planned  and  de- 
veloped schedule  of  activities  for  both  the  student  and 
the  child.  Children  are  admitted  to  the  program  on  a 
priority  basis  with  first  choice  going  to  Co-Lin  faculty, 
followed  by  children  of  Copiah-Lincoln  students  and  then 
the  general  public.  A  nominal  fee  per  week  is  charged. 

Mrs.  Horton,  who  holds  a  home  economics  degree 
from  Delta  State  University,  has  had  extensive  work 
experience  in  the  child  care  area,  including  some  ten 
years  teaching  experience.  She  operated  a  private  kinder- 
garten in  Wesson  some  years  ago.  Assisting  Mrs.  Horton 
is  Mrs.  Frances  Mullins.  Mrs.  Mullins  spends  eight  hours 
per    day    working    in    the    program,    while    Mrs.    Horton

spends  a  part  of  each  day  in  classroom  instruction. 

The  students  enrolled  spend  ten  hours  per  week 
in  the  classroom  and  approximately  ten  laboratory 
hours  in  different  phases  of  the  child  care  program.  The 
children  attending  may  stay  nine  hours  per  day  if 
necessary,  Monday  through  Friday.  The  facilities'  doors 
open  at  7:30  a.m.  and  close  at  4:30  p.m. 

The  program  provides  each  child  with  a  hot  lunch 
and  both  a  morning  and  afternoon  snack.  Meals  are 
served  in  a  separate  dining  area  with  colorful  child  size 
vinyl  tables  and  chairs.  The  students  have  a  modern  and 
convenient  kitchen  in  which  to  work. 

A  day's  menu  may  include  orange  juice,  cheese  and 
crackers  at  nine  o'clock;  fish  sticks,  corn,  turnip  greens, 
chocolate  pudding,  bread  and  milk  at  noon;  with  punch 
and  wafers  for  the  afternoon  snack  at  3  p.m.  Meals  are 
prepared  and  served  by  the  students  enrolled,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  instructors. 

A  four-week  advanced  cycle  of  menus  must  be  sent 
to  and  approved  by  the  Mississippi  State  Board  of  Health 
according  to  Mrs.  Horton.  "Our  children's  mothers  are  al- 
so given  a  copy  of  the  four-week  menu  in  order  to 
prevent  any  duplication  in  their  evening  meal  at  home," 
she  adds. 

First  semester  projects  for  the  child  care  supervision 
students  included  the  printing  of  a  recipe  book  containing 
favorite  foods  of  the  children  with  a  copy  given  to  the 
parents  of  each  child  attending.  The  students  also  did 
a  study  to  determine  the  most  "disliked  foods"  of  chil- 
dren. 

The  daily  schedule  for  the  youngsters  enrolled  is  var- 
ied, while  the  student's  schedule  is  arranged  so  that  she

may  be  involved  in  as  many  activities  as  possible. 

The  children  -  who  usually  begin  arriving  around  7:30 
-  are  given  a  "free  play"  period  until  around  nine  o'clock 
when  they  have  their  morning  juice.  If  the  weather 
permits,  the  youngsters  are  allowed  to  play  outside  for 
45  minutes  to  an  hour.  Once  back  inside,  they  enjoy  a 
group  time  when  they  have  a  flannel-board  story,  rhythm 
band,  finger  plays,  etc. 


At  eleven  o'clock  each  day,  the  children  are  divided 
into  age  groups.  The  four  and  five-year  olds  go  into  a 
separate  room  where  they  have  pre-reading,  writing,  and 
math  skills;  the  three-year  olds»are  encouraged  to  work 
with  colors,  shapes,  etc.;  the  two-year  olds  participate  in 
group  activities  encouraging  them  to  learn  to  play  with 
others. 

After  lunch  is  served,  the  children  are  ready  for  nap- 
time,  with  the  program  providing  cots  and  mats  for  their 
use.  They  are  allowed  to  watch  television  cartoons  or 
Sesame  Street  until  12:30.  "By  this  time,  most  have  dozed 
off,"  states  Mrs.  Horton.  "We  have  only  one  child  who 
does  not  nap  and  he  rests  during  his  quiet  time." 

Most  of  the  children  begin  leaving  around  3:15.  Those 
who  do  remain  have  a  period  of  supervised  free  play 
activity. 

The  modern  facilities  were  geared  for  the  comfort  of 
the  children  with  careful  planning  coordinated  as  a  joint 
effort  between  the  school  officials  and  Brumfield  and  Hop- 
ton,  Ltd.,  the  building's  architect. 

The  bright  colors  and  scaled  down  furniture  size  add 
to  the  appeal  of  the  program.  Inside  equipment  in 
addition  to  the  usual  games,  puzzles,  blocks,  dolls  and 
rocking  chairs  one  usually  finds  associated  with  children 
includes  bean  bags,  balance  beam  and  a  logcabin 
playhouse. 

The  outside  fenced  play  area  is  especially  inviting  to 
the  youngsters.  Favorites  include  the  fort,  sandbox, 
climber,  tricycles,  wagon  and  outside  blocks  and  barrels. 
"The  one  thing  we  need  for  outside  play  is  a  log," 
notes  Mrs.  Horton,  "and  someone  has  promised  to  get 
this  for  us."

Hall  of  Fame  during  the  50th  anniver- 
sary homecoming  celebration  on  Octo- 
ber 14. 

Chosen  for  inclusion  were  Mrs. 
Mattie  Wallace  Barton,  Harry  R.  "Moon" 
Mullins,  C.  W.  "Bill"  Steadman,  the  late 
H.  L.  "Hook"  Stone,  Robert  W.  "Bobby" 
Thames,  Walter  R.  "Polie"  Sullivan,  and 
Charlie  L.  Ward. 

Mattie  Wallace  Barton,  who  attend- 
ed Copiah-Lincoln  from  1928-1930,  as  a 
freshman  was  voted  most  valuable 
player  in  the  state  junior  college  bas- 
ketball tournament  and  was  outstand- 
ing her  sophomore  year.  She  returned 
to  coach  the  women  from  1935-37.  She 
furthered  her  education  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Southern  Mississippi  and  the 
University  of  Alabama,  receiving  bache 
lor  and  master's  degrees.  A  native  of 
Lincoln  County,  she  was  a  classroom 
teacher  for  37  years,  having  served 
nearly  five  years  as  a  high  school  bas- 
ketball coach,  six  and  a  half  years  at 
Co-Lin  and  Hinds  as  basketball  and 
track  coach  for  women,  winning  the 
state  championship  two  years  in  basket- 
ball. She  resides  in  Bogue  Chitto. 


Mullins,  a  1932  Co-Lin  high  school 
graduate  and  a  1934  CLJC  graduate, 
was  inducted  into  Mississippi  State  Uni- 
versity's Hall  of  Fame  in  1976.  At  Co-Lin 
he  lettered  in  football,  basketball,  and 
track.  Captain  of  the  1933  football 
team,  he  was  named  All  State  and  was 
a  member  of  three  state  championship 
teams.  A  MSU  graduate,  he  lettered  in 
boxing  where  he  won  the  National  In- 
tercollegiate Heavyweight  Boxing 
Championship  in  1938,  the  National 
Golden  Gloves  Champion  in  1938, 
Southeastern  Conference  Champion  in 
1936-37,  and  the  Southern  Heavyweight 
Professional  Championship  in  1938, 
along  with  "four  lesser  titles." 

Steadman,  who  attended  Co-Lin 
from  1932-1934,  lettered  in  football, 
baseball  and  track.  He  played  end  on 
the  1932  state  championship  team  and 
fullback  on  the  1933  state  championship 
team  under  H.  L.  "Hook"  Stone.  He 
graduated  from  Mississippi  State  Univer- 
sity where  he  lettered  in  football  and 
baseball  and  was  football  captain  in 
1937.  He  was  an  honorable  mention 
All  American  Fullback.  He  is  presently

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Spring  training 
stresses  basics 
in  football 

Stressing  the  fundamentals  of  block- 
ing and  tackling  has  highlighted  spring 
football  drills  under  new  Head  Coach 
James  Sloan. 

Sloan,  who  assumed  his  new  duties 
as  head  football  coach  and  athletic 
director  in  January  said  that  his  goal 
during  spring  practice  has  been  to 
teach  the  present  personnel  basics  of 
offense  and  defense. 

"Right  now  I  am  seeing  how  the 
personnel  on  hand  can  help  us  in  the 
fall,"  Sloan  said.  "I  need  to  determine 
what  type  offense  and  defense  we 
will  have.  We  can't  have  a  wish- 
bone, for  example,  if  we  don't  have 
a  wish-bone  quarterback." 

Sloan,  along  with  assistant  coaches 
J.  Mike  Smith  and  Alton  Greenlee,  has 
had  his  work  cut  out  for  him  since 
arriving  in  Wesson.  With  practice 
beginning  on  January  29,  he  had  20 
days  of  practice,  finished  by  March  3, 
according  to  junior  college  rules. 
"Hopefully  we  will  be  finished  by  then 
and  will  have  a  scrimmage  with  an- 
other junior  college  team  or  an  inter- 
squad  game." 

"Practices  have  gone  well  as  I  have 
been  seeing  what  the  prospective  team 
is  capable  of,"  he  added. 

Twenty-seven  members  of  the  78 
squad  will  be  returning,  including 
three  who  saw  action  at  quarterback 
during  the  past  season. 

Eight  current  freshmen  who  were 
not  members  of  the  78  team  are  also 
working  out  and  hoping  to  earn 
places. 

A  football  tryout  day  was  held  on 
Friday,  February  23,  for  high  school 
seniors  both  in  the  Co-Lin  district  and 
out-of-state.  Scholarships  will  be  avail- 
able to  prospective  players,  according 
to  Sloan.

James  H.  Sloan  named  head  of 
football  program  at  Co-Lin 


James  H.  Sloan,  highly  successful 
Clinton  High  School  coach,  has  been 
named  head  football  coach  and  athletic 
director  on  Copiah-Lincoln's  Wesson 
campus. 

Sloan,  one  of  15  applicants  for  the 
position,  was  the  unanimous  choice  of 
a  special  committee  appointed  to 
choose  a  successor  to  former  CLJC 
head  coach  C.  B.  Hawkins. 

"I  think  Coach  Sloan  has  a  winning 
attitude  and  the  enthusiasm  that  will 
be  good  for  our  program,"  Dr.  Thames 
said.  The  38-year-old  Sloan  will  work 
with  recruiting,  spring  practice  and  per- 
sonal contact  with  residents  of  the  Co- 
Lin  district  during  the  remainder  of 
this  semester. 

Clinton,  a  powerhouse  in  the  Little 
Dixie  Conference,  compiled  a  64-14-0 
record  under  Sloan  after  he  became 
head  coach  of  the  Arrows  in  1972. 
His  teams  have  been  champions  or 
co-champions  of  the  North  Little  Dixie 
five  times  and  have  won  the  over- 
all title  3  times. 

Sloan  was  Coach  of  the  Year  in 
the  Little  Dixie  Conference  in  1977. 
He  won  a  similar  honor  at  Shannon 
High  School  while  coaching  in  his 
hometown. 


A  graduate  of  Shannon  High  School 
in  1959,  he  attended  Itawamba  Junior 
College  at  Fulton  where  he  played 
quarterback  and  halfback.  He  continued 
his  education  at  Mississippi  State  Uni- 
versity, and  received  a  master's  degree 
from  the  University  of  Mississippi  and 
a  specialist  degree  from  Mississippi 
College  in  administration  and  super- 
vision. 

Junior  college  coaching  will  be  a 
new  experience  for  Sloan  who  twice 
coached  in  the  Mississippi  High  School 
All-Star  football  game.  A  director  of 
the  Little  Dixie  Conference  Board,  he 
has  had  27  players  sign  four-year 
scholarships  to  senior  colleges  in  his 
seven  years  at  Clinton. 

J.  Mike  Smith,  first-year  assistant 
under  Hawkins,  is  expected  to  be  re- 
tained by  Sloan.  Assistant  Alton  Green- 
lee wilT  work  with  spring  practice,  but 
will  become  a  full-time  classroom  in- 
structor and  baseball  coach  at  the  end 
of  the  current  year.  An  assistant 
will  be  added  to  the  football  staff 
before  fall. 

Sloan  believes  the  Co-Lin  district  is 
a  good  recruiting  area.  "The  players

One  of  the  major  goals  of  the 
Natchez  Campus  of  Copiah-Lincoln  is  to 
meet  the  needs  of  all  segments  of  the 
local  population.  The  objectives  have 
included  offering  courses  which  will  in- 
terest and  inform  young  people  and 
adults  in  the  community,  including 
"non-traditional"  as  well  as  traditional 
coiiege  students. 

One  of  the  latest  programs  begun  in 
the  Natchez  community  is  "RENEW"  - 
Rewarding  Education  in  Natchez  for 
Every  Woman.  Coordinating  the  pro- 
gram is  Susan  Presley,  a  member  of 
the  Co-Lin/Natchez  faculty  since  1973. . 

After  studies,  Mrs.  Presley  dis- 
covered that  a  woman  37  years  old, 


Eddie  Smith,  Dean  of  the  Nat- 
chez Campus,  is  pleased  with  the 
program's  progress.  "Seventeen 
have  completed  RENEW.  We  are 
pleased  with  the  response  from 
women  of  the  community  and 
the  apparent  success  of  the 
students  who  are  participating. 
Many  have  made  plans  to  con- 
tinue their  education." 


for  example,  has  lived  only  half  of  her 
expectant   life   span,   and   thafs   what 


RENEW  is  all  about. 

Whafs  a  woman  of  37  to  do,  after 
her  children  are  in  school,  or  away  at 
college,  or  what  if  she's  a  widow  or  an 
even  younger  divorcee?  Who  is  she? 
What  does  she  know?  Does  she  have  a 
future  or  anthing  as  creative  as 
a  career?  Is  she  happy  with  the  way 
her  life  is  now? 

'The  answers  are  endless.  Yet  there 
are  hundreds  of  women  who  just  need 
to  identify  themselves,"  Mrs.  Presley 
stressed.  "RENEW  will  help  a  woman 
do  just  that." 

Planned  goals  of  the  program  will 
include:  aiding  participants  in  making 
realistic  career  decisions;  informing  par- 
ticipants of  locally  available  educa- 
tional and  vocational  opportunities;  up- 
grading job  seeking,  interview  and  re- 
sume' preparation  techniques;  assisting 
participants  in  strengthening  self-confi- 
dence; creating  healthy  personal  atti- 
tudes; encouraging  the  development  of 
a  positive  self-image;  increasing  and 
improving  communication  skilU 

"All  in  all,  our  goals  of  the 
course  are  to  prepare  people  to  ad- 
vance where  they  are,  or  to  help  them 
to  go  to  work  or  to  go  back  to 
school,"  states  Mrs.  Presley.  "We  want 
to  encourage  the  participants  to  talk 
about  their  problems  and  conflicts,"  she 
adds. 

Counselors     are     available,     when 
needed,  on  a  group  basis  or  on  a  one 
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to  one  scale. 

Linda  Walker  Green,  a  participant  in 
the  second  RENEW  program,  feels  that 
ifs  a  valuable  program  provided  for 
women  in  the  Natchez  area.  "Its  a 
good  feeling  to  wake  up  looking  for- 
ward to  each  new  day  and  to  find  out 
we  haven't  lost  the  ability  to  care  for 
or  help  someone  outside  our  own 
family  and  friends,"  she  states.  "We 
have  received  the  best  advice  available 
on  life  and  career  planning  from  pro- 
fessional counselors  and  each  of  us 
will  leave  the  RENEW  class  renewed 
spiritually  and  mentally  with  goals  in 
mind  and  confidence  in  ourselves  to 
reach  them." 

She  continues,  "I  know  through  par- 
ticipating, I  have  been  able  to  express 
my  feelings  on  a  variety  of  subjects.  In 
examining  myself,  I  became  more  a- 
ware  of  my  own  values.  Through  trait 
surveys,  I  found  out  things  I  really 
didn't  like  about  myself  and  am  deter- 
mining ways  to  change. 

Some  of  my  personal  goals  at  the 
beginning  of  RENEW  were  to  gain  con- 
fidence in  my  own  ability  to  accomplish 
something,  to  set  an  educational  goal 
and  to  learn  how  to  obtain  the  goals  I 
was  setting.  I  know  I'll  have  to  risk  fail- 
ure to  have  success  and  gain  confi- 
dence, but  failure  is  only  temporary. 
RENEW  has  helped  me  identify  where 
I  am  in  life  and  leaves  me  tree  to 
choose  where  I  want  to  be  and  what  I 
want  to  do,"  she  concludes.

and  offices  for  Student  Services.  Callendar  Hall  will  be 
converted  to  student  activities. 

Already  under  construction  is  renovation  of  Mullen 
Gymnasium.  The  first  phase  of  this  construction  costs 
over  $50,000  and  included  a  new  roof.  Phase  II  will 
cost  over  $60,000  and  will  include  drainage,  a  new  sus- 
pended ceiling,  and  new  lights  over  the  playing  area. 

In  the  area  of  personnel,  Coach  James  H.  Sloan  has 
been  hired  as  Athletic  Director  and  Head  Football  Coach. 
He  and  his  family  moved  to  Wesson  on  January  26, 
and  spring  football  got  underway  on  January  29.

The  late  Coach  H.  L.  "Hook"  Stone, 
a  Co-Lin  legend  by  virtue  of  the  fact  his 
football  teams  at  CLJC  won  state 
championships  nine  of  eleven  years, 
came  to  Co-Lin  in  the  summer  of  1927. 
He  served  as  athletic  director,  coach  of 
football,  basketball  and  baseball  and 
was  trainer.  He  also  managed  the  farm 
and  dairy  and  taught  agriculture  and 
physical  education  and  even  managed 
the  dining  hall  for  the  working  athletes 
during  the  summer.  A  charter  member 


of  the  Mississippi  State  University  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame,  the  Millsaps  Sports  Hall 
of  Fame,  he  was  also  named  to  the 
Mississippi  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Stone  coached  27  years  in  Mississippi 
high  schools,  junior  and  senior  colleges. 
Stone  sent  more  than  130  men  to  play 
on  senior  college  teams,  approximately 
one  half  to  Southeastern  Conference 
or  equivalent  conferences.  His  own 
athletic  accomplishments  during  high 
school  and  college  could  easily  qualify 
him  for  any  Hall  of  Fame  award. 

A  native  of  Magee,  Thames  now  re- 
sides in  Jackson  where  he  has  been 
associated  with  the  Farmers  Home  Ad- 
ministration. A  1934  CLJC  graduate,  he 
lettered  in  football,  basketball  and  base- 
ball. He  was  named  All  State  for  two 
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years,  captain  and  All  State  for  the 
1933  basketball  team,  and,  of  course, 
the  1932  and  1933  state  championship 
football  teams.  A  graduate  of  Missis- 
sippi State  University,  he  is  a  member 
of  the  MSU  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  having 
lettered  three  years  as  number  one 
quarterback  and  was  quarterback  for 
State's  first  bowl  team,  the  Orange 
Bowl.  He  is  a  former  president  of  both 
the  MSU  Alumni  Association  and  the 
MSU  Alumni  "M"  Club  Association,  the 
only  alumnus  ever  so  honored  by  both 
offices.  Thames,  like  other  charter 
members  of  Co-Lin's  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame,  has  won  many  honors  during  the 
years. 

Sullivan,  a  1931  graduate,  lettered  in 
football,  basketball,  baseball  and  track, 
and  was  All  State  in  football  and  bas- 
ketball for  three  years  and  was  voted 
best  athlete  in  1939-40.  Bom  in  Copiah 
County  at  Dentville,  he  entered  Co-Lin 
A.H.S.  in  1927  as  a  junior,  having  been 
coached  two  years  in  high  school  and 
two  in  junior  college  by  Stone.  He 
graduated  from  Louisiana  State  Univer- 
sity where  he  lettered  in  football  and 
track  and  was  named  most  valuable 
player  in  football.  Sullivan  caught  the 
longest  pass  ever  completed  on  Tiger 
Field,  65  yards,  a  record  which  still 
stands  today.  He  was  inducted  into  the 
Mississippi  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1974. 
Sullivan  was  coach  at  East  Central  Ju- 
nior College  from  1937-1942  and  then 
worked  as  county  agent  in  Holmes 
County  for  28  years.  Co-Lin's  baseball 
field  is  named  in  his  honor. 

Ward,  a  1938  graduate,  lettered  in 
football,  basketball  and  baseball.  He 
was  captain  of  the  basketball  team  and 
an  All  State  guard  in  1938,  captain  and 
All  State  quarterback  on  the  state 
championship  football  team  in  1938. 
He  was  active  in  campus  life  at  Co-Lin 
and  at  Millsaps  College  where  he  was 
named  to  the  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in 
1968.  After  college  graduation,  Ward 
became  a  professional  basketball  player 

and  was  a  member  of  the  Number  One 
Team  in  the  United  States  in  1945,  ac- 
cording to  the  Dunkel  Rating  System, 
having  been  a  member  of  the  Norfolk 
Naval  Air  Station  team  from  1942-45 
and  the  Jackson  Senators  in  1947.  He, 
like  the  others,  has  been  active  in 
many  professional,  business,  and  service 
clubs  and  organizations  during  the 
years. 
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
